From Radio Insight 

1450 KYLW — 1490 KBSR Lose Licenses 

Rich Solberg’s Sun Mountain Inc. has had the licenses for 1450 KYLW 
Lockwood and 1490 KBSR Laurel MT cancelled by the FCC. 

Connoisseur Media filed a Petition for Reconsideration to the station’s 
license renewals in August 2017 alleging with photographic evidence that there has not been a 
tower at the licensed site of KYLW since March 2016 nor at KBSR’s licensed site since October 2013. 
While Sun Mountain disputed Connoisseur’s standing to file a petition it never argued against their 
claims. The FCC then requested Sun Mountain provide evidence to the station’s operational status 
which was met with a request for an extension of time until October 8 to reply, but then never did. 

The FCC did conclude that Connoisseur did lack the standing to seek reconsideration, however 
they was enough evidence to consider the arguments made through their own motion. The agency 
concluded that KYLW was operating from locations different than its STA or licensed facility since 
June 15, 2017 with photographs and airchecks from September 22, 2017 showing no facilities or 
audio signal. KBSR had operated from unlicensed locations between 10/2013 and 6/2017 with no 
antenna at the licensed site since October 2013. With neither station operating from an FCC licensed 
facility for over 365 days both licenses were considered expired. 

This was not the first issue with facilities connected to those AMs. Edgewater Broadcasting had 
applied for and was granted a CP in 2016 to move 96.3 K242CI Casper WY to Billings 
rebroadcasting Sun Mountain Inc.’s 1340 KBSR Laurel MT where it was operating as AC “Magic 
102.5.“ Connoisseur claimsed then that K242CI and 104.5 K283CP (licensed to rebroadcast KYLW) 
had been operating illegally. Amongst Connoisseur’s claims were that K242CI began operating in 
late 2016 but did not file for a license to cover until March, that the AMs had not operated for 
multiple years now and no tower constructed at the licensed site for either station, both translators 
were built at facilities not specified in their Construction Permit. 

In its response Edgewater admitted that their contracted engineer Joshua Eversole built the 
translators on the wrong tower adjacent to its licensed one, but was unaware that the originating 
AMs were dark and immediately filed for Silent STA’s for the translators. Eversole had been 
operating the translators with K283CP as “Wild 104” since at least November 2016. Since earlier this 
year the station had been part of “UpStream Media” which also included the three stations owned 
by Radio Billings and a local online portal. As of this morning, the station’s web stream (which also 
included leased stations in Missoula, Great Falls and Kalispell MT) included KYLW in its top of the 
hour ID.

The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to range from normal to 
high levels. Moderate levels are expected on 07 Dec and 14-16 Dec; high levels are expected on 02-06 
Dec and 08-13 Dec. The remainder of the forecast period is expected to be at normal levels. All 
enhancements in electron flux are anticipated in response to multiple, recurrent coronal hole high- 
speed streams. 

Geomagnetic field activity is expected to range from quiet to G1 (Minor) geomagnetic storm 
levels. G1 (Minor) geomagnetic storm levels are expected on 02 Dec; active conditions are expected 
on 01 Dec and 07-08 Dec; unsettled conditions are expected on 26-27 Nov, 03-06 Dec, 09 Dec and 17- 
18 Dec. Quiet conditions are expected for the remainder of the outlook period. All enhancements in 
geomagnetic activity are expected in anticipation of multiple, recurrent, coronal hole high-speed 
streams.

I've been asked to do a Musing on my adventures of DXing with KiwiSDRs, so I will try my best 
here. I first discovered these nifty little online avenues in December 2017 at the website 
http://www.sdr.hu. Found DXer Bob Hawkins near Edinburgh, Indiana and used his KiwiSDR for 
several months to do BCB and LW DxXing. As I'm sure many of you have already discovered, DXing 
with SDRs eliminates lots of QRM. In the case of Bob's SDR, the antenna he uses helps immensely 
with the longwave band. Near the end of September of this year, I was pleasantly surprised to find 
a new KiwiSDR from Muscatine, Iowa (29 air miles from my old QTH in Iowa City!) that had just 
been put online by Muscatine ham operator Allen Kiddoo. I hopped on it, spent lots of time on it, 
and sent a snail-mail letter to Allen thanking him for putting it on. We've kept in touch since. The 
great thing about the KiwiSDRs is their simplicity. Clicking on "buttons" on the control panel allows 
one to use options such as lower sideband and upper sideband, and you can also enter frequencies 
using a numeric field or by clicking on the waterfall display. Of course, much of what someone can 
expect to hear really depends on the antenna that the SDR operator uses. The Muscatine SDR is 
designed primarily for AM and SW bands, whereas the one from Edinburgh covers pretty much 
everything from 200 kHz on up, and does it nicely. To connect to the Edinburgh SDR, try this URL: 
38.86.67.206:8073. For Allen's SDR from Muscatine, go to kt0tt.dynu.net:8073. 73 to all.

10 Years Ago — In the September 29, 2008 issue of DX News, Fred Vobbe 
submitted an opinion piece that began: 

“Bumpy road for radio staffers Radio news and traffic service hit with a first 
round of job cuts — Opinion from Robert Feder, Chicago Sun-Times, via Fred Vobbe 

“The idiots who’ve ruined radio are up to their old tricks again. This time 
around, the loss of jobs and destruction of localism has hit Metro Networks/Shadow 
Broadcast Services, thanks to sweeping cutbacks by parent company Westwood One. 

“In Chicago, at least five on-air staffers were cut in the first wave of layoffs meant to reduce the 
company’s overall work force by 15 percent — or 300 jobs.” 

25 Years Ago — Computers continue to change the DX News. In the October 4, 1993 issue of DX 
News, Jim Renfrew wrote in International DX Digest, “With this first column in Volume 61, I am 
pleased to announce that I now have shifted to a computer (IBM PC Convertible) that uses 3.5” 
diskettes (two sided, double density). I have not yet learned how to copy files from large diskettes 
to small diskettes (and vice versa) as this rewires master of our new PS1...” Jim conquered the PS1, 
and the column continued to thrive. 

50 Years Ago — In Volume 36, issue 1, a club merger was in the works. It is an interesting read 
about the history of MW radio clubs and a fun glimpse into how bulletins looked before computers. 

“The friendly and spirited competition which has existed between IRCh and NRc (sic) for the 
past 5 years has served to stimulate both clubs to produce bigger and better DX bulletins. During 
this time, however, steadily increasing number of officers and embers in (sic) both clubs have come 
t o (sic) doubt whether the MW DX hobby is actually large enough to support two sizeable 
organizations providing the same basic services and publishing considerable duplicate material. 
After lengthy and open discussion. The governments of both clubs have agreed that a merger of the 
two clubs is both practica (sic) and desirable.
